urgently needed improvements 
can be floated without higher 
taxes. 


Mayor Tucker emphasized that 
he was making no promises and 
did not wish to raise any “false 
hopes,” but he indicated that a 
bond issue of $100,000,000 might 
be feasible under the present 
municipal financing setup. 

St. Louis, permitted by state 
law to issue bonds up to $165,- 
000,000, currently has a bond 
debt of less than $53,000,000. 

More Revenue Anticipated. 

City officials anticipate more 
revenue from the municipal 
earnings tax, now that the city 
charter has been amended to 
give St. Louis home rule with 
regard to this levy, 

The tax has been bringing in 
about $8,000,000 a year when 
levied on the temporary: basis 
authorized by the State Legis- 
lature. With the Board of Al- 
dermen authorized to tax earn- 
ings as long as necessary, it will 
be feasible to set up a long- 
term collection procedure to 
plug loopholes and see to it that 
evasion of the tax is prevented. 
-~In the past, St. Louis has lost 
large amounts of revenue while 
waiting for the Legislature to 
renew the city’s authority to) 
tax earnings. Elimination of 
such losses under home rule, 
plus improved collection, may 
step up earnings tax revenue 
between 5 and 12 per cent a 
year, Mayor Tucker estimated. 

“A citizens’ committee will be 
organized soon to select public 
works to be included in a bond 
issue program,” he continued. 
“If the bond issue is approved, 
a supervisory committee will 
oversee expenditures and guar- 
antee that the money is used as 
intended.” 

Need for New Businesses. 

Former Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann, who was one of the lead- 
ers in the charter amendment 
campaign,.emphasized the need 
for industrial redevelopment and 
other measures designed to at- 
tract new business. 

“A city that has an ambitious 
program of development attracts 
new industry,” he said. “As 
industry expands, more jobs are 
provided. That. goes hand in 
hand with civic progress.” 

Construction of an internation- 
‘al trade mart here may become 
a reality, now that the city’s fi- 
nances have been stabilized and 
it is possible to plan long-range 
improvements, he added. 

With city finances stabilized 
by assured income from the 
earnings tax, it should be easier 
to market municipal bonds, 
Ethan A. H. Shepley, chancellor 
of Washington University, told 
the St.- Louis Traffic Club at 
Hotel Jefferson today. 

Slum clearance, new housing 
and improvement of parking fa- 
cilities in the heart of the city 
will bolster property values and 
help check the exodus to the 
suburbs, he added.

The actress informed Twenti- 
eth Century-Fox by telephone 
of the split-up. She said that 
she would not report for work 
today for scheduled shooting in 
thé “Seven Year Itch.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (UP)— 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles returned today from the 
nine-power London conference 
on West European defense and 
‘said it produced “solid results” 
to preserve and strengthen the 
Atlantic community. , 

Dulles praised the European 
| nations for their swift action on 
the German problem just 33 
days after France killed the 
European Defence Community. 
He said he hoped the United 
States will co-operate with the 
London conference agreement 
“because to do so will be very 
much in our national interest.” 

‘Momentous Commitment. 

Dulles said Britain made “a 
momentous long term commit- 
ment” of its forces to the Euro- 
pean continent. 

Noting that much of the 
London agreement will require 
“further approvals by other na- 
tions and by parliaments,” he 
refused to say whether he feared 
the French parliament might re- 
ject the London agreement as it 
did EDC. 

Dulles said he had “no plans 
at all” when asked about report- 
ing to President Eisenhower in 
Denver on the conference results. 

The United States and eight 
of its West European allies in 
London’ yesterda signed a 
lengthy protocol calling for quick 
West German sovereignty, es- 
tablishing a eomplicated system 
for its rearmament, and provid- 
ing for its admission to the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization and 
the revised Brussels pact. 


Beginning today, Dulles said, 
the United States, British and 
French High commissioners in 
Germany “will forego the exer- 
cise of most of their occupation 
rights.” 


Dulles issued this statement: 

“The London conference pro- 
duced solid results. It worked 
out a system, in place of the 
European Defense Community, 
which can preserve and 
strengthen the Atlantic Com-« 
munity by giving it a hard core 
of European unity. Thus it 
salvages many of the values of 
the EDC plan, and will give op- 
portunity for the others to be 
achieved by further effort. The 
fact that all of this was done, 
and done within 33 days of the 
rejection of EDC, shows the 
vitality of the Atlantic commun- 
ity. Under this new plan: 


“Germany sovereignty will be 
restored and beginning today 
the allied high commissioners 
will forego the exercise of mast 
of their occupation rights. 

Continental System. 


“Germany will join NATO 
and make indespensible con- 
tribution to the defense of the 
West. This will be done within 
a continental system of arma- 
ment controls. 


“Western Europeen unity will 
be developed within the frame- 
work of the Brussels treaty. The 
treaty members will become 
identical with the projected 
membership of EDC, with the 
addition of the United King- 
dom. Their council will have 
broad authority and can act in 
many important matters by a 
majority vote. Thus national au- 
thority gives way to European 
authority. 

“The United Kingdom has 
made a momentous long term 
commitment of its military forces 
to the continent of Europe. 
“Much of what was agreed on 
will, of course, require further 
approvals by other nations and 
by parliaments. 


“When I went to London, I 
said that the initiative rested 
with the European powers. They 
exercised this initiative, and the 
result is what the Europeans de- 
cided on for themselves. The 
United States will, I hope, co- 
operate with the result, because 
to do so will be very much in 
our national interest.”

Have Built Well, Eden Says. 

“We have built well for the 
future of Europe,” said British 
Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden, the organizer of the con- 
ferencé. 

West German Chancellor Ade- 
nauer said the decisions reached 
at the parley will be “satisfac- 
tory to the German people here 
and on the other side of the 
Iron Curtain.” 

Much of the‘success of the 
London conference was credited 
to Eden. Tributes to the British 
Secretary from all quarters have 
been generous and genuine. 
There was also Secretary Eden’s 
initiative in hitting upon revi- 
sion of the Brussels Treaty as 
the way out of a serious dilem- 
ma. British organizational and 
technical work gmoothed away 


obstacles dfring six days of in- ‘ 


tensive negotiations. 

The schedule now calls for 
three weeks of work by the ex- 
perts on each of the general 
agreements in principle signed 
yesterday. 

At Bonn, for example, the 
staffs of the Allied High Com- 
missions will go to work with 
West German Officials on ques- 
tions of sovereignty. 

Big 4 to Meet Oct. 20. 

The Big Four—Dulles, Eden, 

Mendes-France and Adenauer— 
will meet in Paris, Oct. 20 to re- 
view their aids’ work on ending 
the occupation. The other five 
ministers will join them next 
day to take up the drafts of the 
instruments on extension of the 
Brussels Alliance and arms con- 
trol. 
On the following day, the 
NATO council of ministers will 
assemble &. consider the entry 
of West Germany as their fif- 
teenth partner and also to dis- 
cuss the new powers to be given 
to the supreme Allied com- 
mander over national armies. 

Mendes-France and Adenauer 
also pressed ahead with plans 
for a conference between their 
governments on the future of 
the Saar valley, German before 
World War. II and now tied 
economically to France. The 
French want the coal-steel area 
controlled by the Brussels group. 
The Germans want the 15-nation 
council of Europe to supervise it. 

The French Parliament has 
said an acceptable settlement 
must be reached before it will 
approve German rearmament. 
Mendes-France raised the issue

Can be Altered by Council. 

The Frenth, on the other 
hand, agreed that this list can 
be altered by a two-thirds vote 
of the new Brussels Treaty 
council which is to be formed to 
supervise arms control on the 
continent of Europe. 

On the question of West Ger- 
man sovereignty, the three oc- 
cupying powers, the United 
States, Britain ahd France, is- 
sued in the “final act” a strong 
and unequivocal declaration of 
intent to “abolish the Allied 
High Commissions,” restore 
West German sovereignty ex- 
cept in cases where Allied rights 
have to be maintained—as in 
West Berlin—and, in the mean- 
time, “to act farthwith in ac- 
cordance with the spirit of this 
policy.”

Known as “The London Act,” 
the accord alters the balance of 
power in Europe and brings Ger- 
many into alliance with America 
and other traditional enemies 
for the first time in modern 
history. Summarized, its provi- 
sions follow: 

1, The United States, Britain 
and France agree to end the oc- 
cupation of West’ Germany as 
“quickly as possible.” In a 


do so the three ministers said 
they wanted free and democratic 
West Germany “on a footing of 
equality” in order to “liquidate 
the past and to prepare for the 
future.” 

2. The nine nations agreed to 
“strengthen and extend” the 
five-power Brussels Alliance by 
associating West Germany and 
Italy, both former enemies, as 
equal members. The original five 
are Britain, France, Belgium, 
The Netherlands and Luxém- 
bourgh, who signed the treaty 
in 1948. 

Will Watch Germany. 

This enlarged alliance will 
share with NATO the job of 
watching over West German re- 
armament. To do so, it will es- 
tablish an armaments agency. 
The agency will decide the max- 
imum military strength allow- 
able for any continental mem- 
ber. It will inspect arms plants, 
watch over import and export 
of controlled arms, and examine 
American and Canadian military 
aid allocations to members. 

NATO will continue to decide 
the minimum military contribu- 
tions that members should make 
o the common defense scheme. 

Britain’s arms industries will 
not be subject to controls. Its 
allies recognized its special po- 
sition as an island power with a 
need for arms and troops to pro- 
tect its worldwide empire. 

3. The United States, Britain 
and Canada promised to keep 
troops in Europe so long as “a 
threat to the area exists.” Brit- 
ain went further than its North 
American partners by promising 
to maintain four divisions and a 
tactical air force in Europe in- 
definitely. 

4. The eight NATO members 
at the conference agreed to 
recommend to the NATO coun- 
cil that West Germany be ad- 
mitted “forthwith.” Other NATO 
members are Norway, Denmark, 
Turkey, Greece, Iceland and 
Portugal. All other powers were 
sure to approve. A unanimous 
vote is necessary. 

The conferees also decided to 
recommend that NATO’s ‘“ma- 
chinery be reinforced.” Under 
the plan, American Gen. Alfred 
M. Gruenther, the NATO com- 
mander, would be given more 
powers. He would have author- 
ity to deploy the troops of the 
enlarged Brussels Alliance in 
any way he sees fit. Also, more 
executive power would rest with 
him. For example, he cculd cut 
off the oil supplies of any de- 
fiant member nation. 

The conference decided the 
20-year life of NATO should be 
extended indefinitely. Other 
NATO members must agree.

POWER POLICY 


Accuses National Rural 
Electric Co-operative 
Association of Spread- 
ing ‘Propaganda.’ 


OGDEN, Utah, Oct. 4 (UP)— 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson today accused the 
National Rural Electric Co-op- 
erative Association of spreading 
“propaganda” against the Ad- 
ministration’s public power 
policy. 


“There appears to be a well- 
organized attempt to discredit 
the accomplishments of the Ad- 
ministration in rural electrifi- 
cation,” Benson told a group of 
agricultural and farm leaders in 
Weber county, Utah. 


He referred to the criticism 
of the power policy as “propa- 
ganda ... stemming from the 
National Rural Electric Co-oper- 
ative Association.” 

That organization has charged 
that the Administration policy 
outlined by President Eisenhow- 
er in a speech at McNary Dam 
would cripple the Rural Elec- 
trification Administration. It 
said also that some members of 
the President's Administration 
have been working against REA 
and spreading “misinformation” 
about the electrification pro- 
gram. 

Benson said the Administra- 
tion has “enlarged” the REA 
program rather than slowed it 


down, 
He said the REA lent $167,- 


000,000 for electricity in.the first 
fiscal year of the. Eisenhower 
Administration, “which is more 
than the total loaned in the two 
preceding years’ combined.” He 
also said the REA lent $75,000,- 
000 for telephones in that fiscal 
year, “which was double the 
previous year.” 


Defends Flexible Supports. 


Benson devoted much of his 
speech to calling for a Republi- 
can victory in next month's con- 
gressional election and in de- 
fending the Administration's 
new flexible price support law. 
The Democrats have claimed 
that the old high, rigid price 
support system was more bene- 
ficial to the farmers. 


“I don’t believe the farmers 
of America will swallow that 
line,” Benson said. “I-don’t be- 
lieve that the farm vote of this 
nation is for sale to the highest 
bidder.” 

He warned his party, how- 
ever, that the G.O.P. should not 
become “apathetic” about the 
coming elections. He said the 
“Republicans face no easy task 
this year.” 

Benson urged the election of 
Republicans to Congress in or- 
der to carry out President 
Eisenhower’s program, an ap- 
parent slap at a Democratic 
campaign argument that a Dem- 
ocratic Congress would best 
carry out the Eisenhower pro- 
gram. 

“‘Make no mistake about this— 
the election of Republicans at 
local, state and national levels 
will aid the President in carry- 
ing forward his program,” he 
said. 

Assails Rigid Support. 

The Agriculture Secretary, 
who led the fight for flexible 
price control, told the group, 
“You will hear from the political 
fox holes in the next few weeks 
that to be a friend of the farmer 
one must favor high and rigid 
price supports and be ready to 
hand out a government dollar as

age and survivors insurance pro-

The checks cover benefits for 
September. They aggregate 


$319,000,000, an increase of $36,-

of $5 and a maximum of $13.50

The other 3,000,000 benefi- 
ciaries consisted of wives, wid- 
ows, dependent husbands, de- 
pendent widowers, children and 
parents of retired or deceased 
workers. Their benefits were in- 
creased within family maximums 


by amounts proportionate to the 
benefits of retired workers. 
Maximum family benefits were 
increased from $168.75 to $200 
a month.

CIO Report Lists 


‘10 Indictments’ 


Of G.0.P.-Controlled Congress 


Cites ‘Shameful Record in Public Interest 
Program’ Under the Eisenhower 
Administration.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4—The 
Eighty-third Congress—the first 


“Eisenhower Congress” — 
achieved a shameful record in 
terms of the public interest, de- 


faulting in at least 10 major 

legislative areas, the Congress 

of Industrial Organizations 
charged today. 

The labor organization, which 
is traditionally unfriendly to Re- 
publicans at the national and 
most local levels, buttressed its 
conclusions with a “10-point in- 
dictment” of the Republican-| 
controlled Congress based on its 
own appraisal of legislative ac- 
tion in the session which ended 
Aug. 20. Its findings were pub- 
lished in a 64-page document 
titled “Report on Congress,” 
which bristled with such descrip- 
tive terms as “give-away,” “chip 
away” and “take away.” 

Its 10 ‘Indictments.’ 

The “indictment” of 
Eighty-Third Congress was: 

1. It has embarked upon a 
give-away program—in oil, in 
power, in atomic energy— 
which is morally indefensible 
and economically dangerous. 

2. It has embraced the dan- 
geroug school of “trickledown” 
economics which believes that 
the welfare of the highest in- 
come groups and corporations 
must receive top priority. 

3. It- has exposed its inabill- 
ty to understand the needs of 
an expanding economy through 
its callous indifference to con- 
tinuing unemployment and de- 
clines in total industrial de- 
velopment. 

4. It has adopted a “trickle- 
down” tax program which pro- 
vides huge tax savings for cor- 
porations and wealthy stock- 
holders, while if has refused 
to grant needed tax relief to 
low- and middle-income fam- 
ilies in the form of increased 
tax exemptions. 

Refutes ‘Liberal’ Claim. 

5. It has, refuted Adminis- 
tration claims of a “liberal” 
approach to problems of 
people, by failing to provide 
adequate unemployment insur- 
ance, scuttling the housing 
program, refusing to adopt a 
school construction program, 
making no progress toward a 
meaningful fealth program 
and doing nothing to raise the 
minimum wage. 

6. It has defaulted on cam- 

aign promises to make the 

aft-Hartley law fair tc labor, 
but instead attempted to adopt 

a rogram that would have 

made this anti-labor law even 

more harmful to labor. 

7. It has adopted a farm 
policy which will still further 
reduce farm incomes, thus 
causing even worse hardship 
for millfons of rank and file 
farm families and laying the 
basis for general economic de- 
cline. 

8. It has placed the balanc- 
ing of the national budget 
ahead of national security in 
our international affairs. 

9. It has defaulted on our 
international economic obliga- 
tions by failing to agree to 
the three-year extensions of 
reciprocal trade agreements, 
and by penny-pinching actions 
on economic and technical as- 
istance abroad. 

10. It has been more anx- 
fous to play politics than to 
develop sound, effective leg- 
islation to counteract Commu- 
nist subversion. 

In a voting record compilation 
on key “showdown votes,” the 
report found that Missouri's two 
Democratic Senators, Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr. and Stuart Syming- 
ton, voted “right” on all counts 
by CIO standards. Of the three 
Representatives from the St. 
Louis area, the report said that 
Frank M. Karsten and Mrs. 
Lenor Sullivan, Democrats, voted 
“right” and that Thomas B. Cur- 
tis, a Republican, voted “wrong” 
in every case. 

“The best that can be said 
about the Ejighty-third Con 
gress,” the report said, “is that 
it didn’t dare go quite as far as 
some of its extremist elements 
desired. The great gains of the 
New Deal and Fair Deal were 
tampered with, but not de- 
stroyed. But the give-away, take- 
away, chip-away gang is at work. 
And it will take at least a few 
dozen replacements in the Con- 
gress next year to make sure 
that the damage which has been 
done will be repaired.” 

The few positive achievements 
of the Eighty-third Congress re- 
sulted from bi-partisan support 
and represented continuation of 
policies initiated during previous 
administrations, the report con- 
tended. These were set out as 
the St. Lawrence seaway legisla- 
tion which has equal support 
of Democrats and Republicans 
in the Senate and 100 Demo- 
cratic supporters in the House,

provements. 

As for the November elec- 
tions, the CIO said that the 
challenge to the voters is that 
“those who have defended the 
public interest must be returned 
to Washington to continue their 
good work, and those who failed 
to do so must be retired and be 
replaced with those who under- 
stand what is truly good for 
America.” 

‘An increase in the number of 
men and women “devoted to the 
public interest” by only a “hand- 
ful” in the Senate and by “a 
dozen or two” in the House will

said, “ordered personally by 
President Eisenhower, is a bald 
give-away which would cost the 
taxpayers over $90,000,000 plus 
the cost of a steam generating 
plan. TVA friends have objected 
particularly to the fact that the 
power bought by the Atomic 
Energy Commission from the 
coe power companies — at 
igher rates—will actually be 
turned back into the TVA sys- 
tem and used to service TVA 
customers aroun Memphis 
(Tenn.), whereas A will con- 
tinue to be the real source of 
the AEC’s power. 

“The transaction is not only 
obviously uneconomlc but, in the 
words of the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, ‘would infringe on the 
separate powers of Congress, im- 
pair the independence of inde- 
pendent agencies, damage both 
AEC and TVA, deny the princi- 
ple of competitive bidding and 
establish a very wtundesirable 
precedent of publie subsidy for 
a private utility.’” 

Under Heavy Fire. 

The controversial Dixon-Yates 
contract currently is under heavy 
fire in hearings being conducted 
by the Anti-Monopoly subcom- 
mittee of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, of which Senator 
William Langer (Rep.), North 
Dakota, is chairman. 

As for what it called the oil 
“give-away,” the report said the 
Eighty-third Congress “lost no 
time in keeping a pledge candi- 
date Eisenhower had made dur- 
ing his campaign to give away 
somewhere between 50 billion 
dollars and 300 billion dollars in 
gas and oil lying in the sub- 
merged lands off the coast of 
Texas, Louisiana and California.” 
Senate liberals managed to 


explain the “steal” to the Ameri- 
can people and aroused enough 
protests to “cut the handout to 
about one-sixth the size original- 
ly intended” for the states and 
through them “the oil million- 
aires who had financed the 1952 
G.O.P; campaign,” the report 
added. 

With respect to that part of 
its “indictment” relating to the 
Taft-Hartley law, President 
Eisenhower told the American 
Federation of Labor national 
convention recently that the 
Democrats were to blame for 
the Administration's failure to 
eradicate “union busting” pro- 
visions from the statute. 


Discusses ‘Trickledown.’ 

Discussing “trickledown,” the 
report said that the New Deal 
and Fair Deal were based on 
the economic principle that the 
economic system will operate 
well as long as there are enough 
active customers for the goods 
which an increasingly produc- 
tive America can produce. 

The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion has acted however, on the 
theory that if enough prosperity 
is guaranteed at the top of the 
economic pyramid, that pros- 
perity will trickle down to the 
low and middle income groups 
and the entire nation will be 
better off, the report went on. 

“Something like piling the 
banquet table so high with food 
that some is likely to fall off for 


the pets around the house,” the 
report observed. 

It was this theory which 
prompted the Republican Con- 
gress to pack its tax bill with 
special tax-saving devices for big 
business and persons having in- 
come from corporation dividends 
instead of providing higher ex- 
emptions for the bulk of the na- 
tion’s income taxpayers which 
would, in turn, have increased 
purchasing power for industry’s 
goods, the report went on. 


‘Hitting the Farmer.’ 


Under the heading “Hitting 
the Farmer,” the report included 
a section which said that “the 
nation’s 6,000,000 farm families 
—whose income has dropped 20 
per cent while food prices have 
reached an all-time high—were 
perhaps the hardest hit of any 
single economic group by the 
Eisenhower Congress. 


At the heart of the Republican 
farm program was the substitu- 
tion for fixed 90 per cent of 
parity price supports on basic 
crops a sliding scale support sys- 
tem ranging between 75 per 
cent and 90 pér cent of parity. 
Democrats compelled the Ad- 


ministration to at least raise the | 
floor to 824% per cent of parity, 


the CIO said. 

Farm services were hit through 
attacks on soil conservation, 
public power and rural electrifi- 
cation programs, both by Ad- 


ministration directives and | 


through appropriations cuts by 
Congress, the report said. 

The document concluded that 
“the picture isn’t entirely black” 
and that there is a substantial 
group of men and women from 
both parties who “fought bril- 
liantly for the public interest,” 
sometimes losing by very small

“There is, of course, little 
comfort in almost winning @ 
battle,” the CIO document said, 
“but there is ground for satis- 
faction in the knowledge that 
there is a large group of men 
and women in the Congress de 
voted to the public interest.”

4 (AP)—Two American soldiers 
today accused their Czech Com- 
munist captors of threatening 
them with' 10 years’ imprison- 
ment if they refused to divulge 
United States military secrets. 
The men, Capt. Richard H. 
| Dries of St. Albans, Long Island, 
New York, and Pfc. George Pisk, 
22, of Austin, Tex, talked at a 
news conference of their two- 
week confinement. Seized near 
the border in Bavaria on Sept. 


17, they were released by Czech 
army officers last Saturday at 
the West German border point 
at Waidhaus. 

Dries had a pleasant surpisé 
awaiting him after his libera- 
tion; He learned that while he 
was imprisoned he had been 
promoted from first lieutenant 
to captain. 

“Czech officials asked me spe- 
cifically about atomic weapons 
in Europe, what type of weapons 
were here,” Dries said. 

“I said: ‘I know nothing about 
them.’ That’s all I told them 
other than what my name was, 
my rank and serial number.” 

The Red inquisitors angrily 
threatened to have both Dries 
and Pisk tried before a Com- 
munist court ‘‘and sentenced to 
10 years in prison,” the two 
men said. 

Despaired of Freedom. 

Dries said they learned even- 
tually they were imprisoned in 
Prague, and “there was doubt 
in my mind that I'd ever be re- 
turned.” 

A Czech questioner told Dries 
that Senator McCarthy (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, “has asked for $100,- 
000,000 to be used for spying in 
Czechoslovakia.” Dries replied 
that he knew nothing of such a 
report, 

The officer said he was stern- 
ly warned: 

“We can throw you in jail and 
keep you just as long as we did 
William Oatis,” the Associated 
Press correspondent who was 
imprisoned two years as an al- 
leged spy. 

Dries acted as a spokesman 
through most of the conference. 
He said that neither he nor 
Pisk was physically mistreated, 
but they spent their imprison- 
ment in solitary confinement.

Dries Tells Story. | 

Dries told the story of their | 
seizure by a Czech army patrol | 
which prowled the border: 

“We were on a routine *mis> | 
sion. The first thing I recall | 
was that someone shouted ‘halt!’ 
in Czech. I understand a little 
Czech. I know that we were in 
West Germany because I had a} 
map with me. When I heard the | 
shout, we both turned around 
and saw three Czech soldiers. At 
least two of them were armed. 

“They carried machine pistols, | 
something like our own. They 
had the guns aimed right at us. 
They told us to come jo them. 
We were blindfolded and led 
across the border into Czecho- 
slovakia, where we were 
searched. 

“They seemed in an awful 
hurry to get us out of sight. Al- 
though we were blindfolded, we 
got the impression we were led 
into a tunnel. 

“We were handcuffed more 
tightly than necessary. The 
treatment was definitely not 
gentle. While we were being 
led, they prodded us with their 
guns. One < was fired over 
our heads as we stumbled along 
blindfolded. I don’t know if it 
was from nervousness or a signal,

Western world into gloom and darkened the 
prospect for any agreement to permit a West 
German contribution to European defense and 
termination of the allied occupation. 

Now an agreement has been reached with 
remarkable dispatch. It could still be upset by 
French or German failure to ratify, but the 
outlook for acceptance on both sides appears 
to be good. Justifiably, the West rejoices. 

Yet it would be the saddest of mistakes to 
regard the London pact as an end. It is in 
fact only a beginning, and its essential spirit 
and values will depend upon how the signatories 
conduct themselves in the future. They will 
depend in particular, upon the vigilance with 
which West Germany's partners control their 
former enemy’s rearmament,. 

When EDC failed, one of the surest ways of 
exerting such control failed with it. Incorpo- 
rating German troops into an international army 
would tend to minimize the nationalist spirit 
which so often in German history has welled 
into an aggressive militarist drive. That safeguard 
is now gone. West Germany is to be a sovereign 
power with its own army. 

. 7 + 

Other safeguards have been substituted, 
and on their face they seem.to be satisfactory. 
The Germans agree to forego production of 
atomic weapons, of bomber planes and naval 
ships and other heavy armament. 

German troops are to be limited initially to 
12 divisions—as they would have been whder 
EDC—and the armament of all continental mem- 
bers of the expanded NATO is to be controlled 
by an arms agency jointly representing NATO 
and the Brussels pact powers. 

But in the end these safeguards to be ineorpo- 
rated in treaties depend upon the Germans’ 
keeping their word and upon the readiness of 
the other Western powers to enforce the treaties. 

Governments change, and the spirit of treaties 
changes with them. Hitler destroyed the con- 
trols imposed upon Germany after World War I 
by marching into the Rhineland and getting away 
with it, France and Britain at that point being 
unwilling to enforce the guarantees they had 
previously accepted. So too another German 
government may some day undertake to break 
the pact of London, at which point the pact will 
depend entirely upon the readiness of the 
other signatories to enforce it. 

The 12 German divisions which are so essen- 
tial to European defense are in themselves no 
threat to anybody. Once they are in being, how- 
ever, they will change the situation and the 
political atmosphere. It has always been a 
possibility that once the Germans got everything 
they could get from the West they would turn to 
the Soviet Union to get what they could in that 
quarter — particularly reunification with the 
Eastern zone. 

* * * 

It is good that the London pact specifically 
commits the Germans to use peaceful means 
only in the quest for reunification, and commits 
Britain and France to the goal of reunification. 
The ideal solution would be a negotiated settle- 
ment with the Russians which permitted peace- 
ful reunification. 

The London pact, everything considered, is 
a grgat achievement. Britain’s Anthony Eden, 
who laid the groundwork on his tour of Eure 
pean capitals just after the rejection of EDC, 
plainly deserves the primary credit. He took 
the lead at a time when our own State Depart- 
ment was saying that with EDC dead the Euro- 
peans would have to come forward with new 
ideas. Secretary Dulles shares the credit of 
the final agreements, particularly for helping 
to overcome French reservations which produced 
a last-minute crisis. 

Amid the rejoicing it is well that we remem- 
ber that this pact represents the beginning of a 
responsibility rather than merely the imminent 
end of an occupation. 

That responsibility is to prevent history from 
repeating itself—to bring Germany into a peace- 
ful European community as an equal partner but 
not as a militarily dominant member; to arm 
Germany while holding in check the aggressive 
nationalism which has accompanied German 
armament in the past. 
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Time Is Wasting 

Secretary of Defense Wilson says that the 
legislation for overhauling and making some- 
thing substantial out of the National Guard and 
the reserves of the Army, Navy and Air Force 
may be ready in 60 to 90 days. It most certainly 
is to be hoped that this vital legislation is not 
only completed but also is assured of passage 
early in the next Congress. 

President Eisenhower, Secretary Wilson, sev- 
eral of his assistants and a goodly number of 
congressmen and military leaders have been 
pointing out for months that this country’s re- 
serve components are a very far cry from what 
they should be in this day of hydrogen bombs. 

It was a shameful thing that the impending 
fall elections caused the politicians to hole up 
on the necessary reserve legislation. Once the 
elections are out of the way Secretary Wilson 
could retrieve some of the lost time by putting 
his utmost efforts behind this legislation that is 
so imperatively needed. 
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Exploring the Shopper’s Mind 

A Washington newsletter reports that the 
Federal Government is working on a new pro- 
gram to find out why people do or do not 
buy the goods on a storekeeper’s shelves.

So at least says the newsletter. What's in- 
volved, we judge, is a new outbreak of the pub- 
lic opinion poll epidemic. We don’t object to the 
principle of the thing. If the nation’s retailers 
want to poll their customers in the hope of 
improving their sales position, why, let them 
poll away. What puzzles us is only this: Why in 
the world should the United States Government 
take over the polling job for the retailers? 

Isn’t this creeping something or other? If 
the United States Government assumes the 
task of improving a department store’s sales, 
it may next be called upon to take over the 
task of improving the consumer’s position as 
shopper.

And better late 
than almost any other time. 
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Where Are Our Scientists? 

Most persons have become suddenly aware 
that at this late date Soviet Russia is breathing 
down our neck in the nuclear fission field and 
may even be a step ahead of us in the fields 
of military aviation and guided missiles, But 
very few are aware of the main reason why we 
have been losing ground in these fields. It is 
largely because Russia, desperately seeking scien- 
tific world supremacy, is’ surging far ahead of 
us in the training of young scientists. 

Top scientists and science teachers in a re- 
cent conference at Bryn Mawr College empha- 
sized that in the past school year Soviet Russia 
graduated twice as many scientists and. tech- 
nologists as did the United States. They also 
graduated 50,000 engineers whereas we graduated 
17,500, just 40,000 short of the number needed. 

This was exactly what Dr. Alan T. Waterman, 
head of the National Science Foundation, which 
has a major role in basic scientific research for 
the Government, warned Congress in April 1953: 

“Our output of young scientists and en- 
gineers is now dropping to nearly one-third 
of the output in 1950 at a time when our 
research and development effort has ap- 
proximately tripled.” 

To this warning by Dr. Waterman should be 
appended one that followed just a year later. It 
came from the deliberations of 66 national lead- 
ers in the engineering, medical, educational, sci- 
entific, industrial, governmental and military 
fields. They had been assembled by the National 
Manpower Council, established in 1951 by Dwight 
D. Eisenhower when he was head of Columbia 
University. In a 200-page summary of their ses- 
sions, entitled: “The Utilization of Scientific 
and Professional Manpower,” the experts antici- 
pated a continuing shortage of scientists and 
professional people for the next decade. The 
results of 10 years—or even three years—of such 
under-production are fearful to think upon. 

In addition to the difficulty inherent in not 
having enough scientists graduated every year 


there is the problem of keeping them in the. 


important field of research and development 
which is so vital to maintaining a lead in all 
types of weapons. Dr. Lee A. DuBridge, presi- 
dent of California Institute of Technology, 
stressed this last May when he suggested: 


Find the good and the promising scien- 
tists. This is quite easy. Pay them enough 
so they can stay in science rather than go 
into administration. This is not so easy. 
Provide them with facilities they need. En- 
courage the education of young scientists. 


If the United States does not want to fall 
behind militarily it is axiomatic that it must 
keep up scientifically. Something like Dr. Du- 
Bridge’s program should be put in effect. This 
nation cannot afford to sit by and see Russia 
training more and more scientists and engineers 
as less and less are trained in this country.

TV Towers: Menace to Aviation

Installations on approaches to airports caused four collisions 
last year, says trade magazine; industry and government both 
blamed for rise in danger; safety recommendations include visual 
markings for guy wires and communal towers for cities.

Television transmitters have become 
a deadly menace to air navigation. New 
towers are being built taller and taller, 
closer and closer to long-established 
aerial rights-of-way. 

Some 360 TV spires already are in 
existence, each reaching anywhere from 
500 to 1400 feet into the navigable air- 
space. Seventy will top 1000 feet. 


Pending before the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission jn Washington 
are close to 800 more applications for 
permission to build and operate TV 
transmitters. 


Most of them will be located near 
metropolitan areas where the air traf- 
fic saturation point already is causing 
grave apprehension. Truly appalling, 
after two years of fiddle-faddle noth- 
ing of a remedial nature 1s being under- 
taken. 

Last year three airplanes smashed 
against television installations, two of 
them in the cobwebby tangle of guy 
wires supporting the structures. A 
fourth hit a power-line tower. All four 
pilots were expert aviators, one was 
flying an airliner, and all but one were 
on instruments when the inadequately- 
marked towers loomed like lightning in 
the murk. 

Among experienced airmen there is 
unanimity of opinion that the towers 
were inadequately marked and that had 
there been sufficient warning — even 
three short seconds of grace—the pilots 
could have dodged them. 


Air men and women feel justified in 
demanding marking regulations which 
will at least reduce the tower terror to 
a reasonable minimum. They are up in 
arms over an utterly needless threat to 
their lives. 

At the outset of the TV license appli- 
cation hearings the applicants wore an 
air of annoyance at: aviation’s ill-hu- 
mored objections to the heights and 
sites of most transmitters. They made 
it clear that they regarded these objec- 
tions as unreasonable exaggerations. 
They persistently tried to heap the bur- 
den of averting collisions onto the 
shoulders of aviation. 

Foremost in the fight to bring about 
a remedy are the Air Line Pilots’ Asso- 
ciation, the Aircraft Owners and Pilots 
Association, the National Aviation 
Trades Association, and the National 
Business Aircraft Association. Prac- 
tically everyone who owns or flies an 
aircraft in the United States belongs 
to one or more of these organizations. 

As long ago as April 1952 aviation, TV 
and the Government sat down together 
in a working group to draw up a satis- 
factory visual marking system for TV 
transmitters. The entire working group, 
including several who should have 
known better, pooh-poohed the thought 


that any pilot capable of flying on in- 
struments would ever come close to a 
transmitting tower. 

One of the suggestions was that large 
metal balls be attached to guy wires for 
easy discernment. This was dismissed 
because it was believed they might 
cause vibration. This although the Swiss 
have been using this type of marker for 
years. 

The TYV-sters’ excuse for not wanting 
to install 100-watt marker lamps on the 
wires was that it would be too much 
trouble and expense to service the 
lights. Who would repaint the towers 
with reflective paint every six months? 

The lower collision insurance prem- 
jums on a properly marked tower would 
more than pay the upkeep costs. 

When the new Obstruction Marking 
and Lighting Manwal- came out in No- 
vember 1953, little or nothing new was 
included in these specifications. So the 
marking situation remains basically 
the same as it was 20 years ago. This 
was back in the days when hardly 
an antenna anywhere reached into the 
overcast save in zero-zero weather. 

Now that three video installations 
have been demolished, TV operators 
are coming to the belief that aviators 
weren't just being neurotic in their 
protests. 

The Civil Aeronautics Administration 
seems to have run into a dead-end 
street insofar as the tower business is 
concerned. It hasn’t a dime to spend on 
research and experimentation necessary 
to working out a solution. 


The following round-up of opinion de- 
serves careful consideration: 


1. Adoption of a strict policy regard- 
ing marking in general, with severe 
penalties provided for failure to com- 


ply. 

2. Marking of antenna guy wires so 
as to be visible at all times insofar as 
possible. This includes suspending metal 
balls, or wind-sleeves, at the center of 
each wire for daytime use, and flashing 
100-watt lamps at the same point for 
low-visibility conditions. 

3. An effort should be launched ta es- 
tablish a trend toward the use of sin- 
gle, communal towers in all cities. The 
Government must lead the way here in 
pointing out the advantages to all TV 
in a community of using the tallest 
tower there. 

4. Maintain an open mind about “an- 
tenna farms.” Where a number of tow- 
ers are clustered together they are 
more easily seen—and hence are avoid- 
able. There are several localities where 
this system is ideal. 

5. Arrive at a method of perimeter 
marking—arrows pointing to the tower 
from half a mile away, or a large circle 
placed at the same distance—in order 
to give an added warning'on dim days.

And it is like a 

window through 

which one sees a 

man whose relation- 

ship with his father 
colored, even de 
formed, the cone- 
duct of his life, the 
slant of his mind, 
the tone of his 
writing and _ the 
moods among which he alternated. 

This “reasoned account of the fear I 
have of you” was meant to be handed 
by Kafka to his father. Instead, he 
handed it to his mother, for her to 
transmit. She handed it back to her 
son, with carefully chosen words of 
comfort. The “father-ogre” never saw 
it. The tubercular, bedevilled, disap- 
pointing civil-servant writer-son kept it 
thereafter to himself until it passed 
with his other literary remains into the 
hands of his warm friend, literary exec- 
utor, and biographer, Max Brod. Had 
Brod carried out Kafka’s posthumous 
command, this document would have 
become ashes. 

That it didn’t, the student of our 
troubled times can be grateful, “From 
your armchair you ruled the world,” 
Kafka wrote to “Dearest Father.” But 
the family absolutist who had shaped 
the world into which the son retreaied 
never knew its savage, lacerating 
despair. The letter t was meant “to 
reassure us both a litfle and make our 
living and our dying easier” was to 
attain its full utterance only in associa- 
tion with Kafka’s ironic fate: alive 
(1883-1924), to remain almost entirely 
unknown; dead, to become world fa- 
mous almost overnight. 

One of the “Fragments” reads: “A 
race began in the woods. The whole 
place was full of animals. I tried to 
establish order.” Order! Perhaps it 
represented bliss to this brilliant but 
disordered man, moving in his “twilight 
kingdom of shadows,” surrounded by 
the world he considered a “carnivorous 
culture”; this man who complained of 
the “deadly tiredness and deadness 
which always sets in when something 
delights me,” this man who had no 
stability and no happiness. 

He himself deplored his “wicked 
pessimism,” but seémed compelled into 
becoming the Age of ewe truest 
symbol. ' ALVIN R. ROLFS.

It seems to be moving 
away from the semi-non-parti- 
san, mixed-party system that the 
late Hiram Johnson gave it 40 
years ago, in an impulse of 
idealism, and is moving toward 
two-party government and re- 
sponsibility. 

While the cross-filing system 
still is retained, whereby candi- 
dates can seek nominations of 
both major parties, it is modi- 
fied now to require party 
designation of candidates which 
was used first in the primary 
this year with the result that 
only three 
Democrats — won both nomina- 
tions. Usually many more do. 

In a fashion, this shook the 
Democratic party free from its 
moorings with the Warren all- 
inclusive party as it existed for 
so long. The Democratic party 
now has re-asserted its inde- 
pendence and is standing on its 
own again. In that you can 
sense a feeling of pride. 


Peace Within the Party. 


The outstanding {impression 
of. California politics now, in 
fact, is the new vigor of the 
Democratic party. That was in- 
spired initially by the removal 
from the scene of Gov. Warren 
to whom so many Democrats 
were loyally devoted, and was 
helped along by the require- 
ment of party designation on 
the ballot. 

The new hope within the 
party itself encouraged formerly 
warring elements to try to bury 
their factional differences, so 
that the party is more har- 
monious today than in years.

This new spirit has found 
an outlet. California is being 
washed by the tide of upsurging 
Democratic strength noted else- 
where, and Democrats are pre- 
pared to ride the tide here. 

The tide hardly appears 
strong enough yet, however, to 
unseat the Republican Gover- 
nor, the affable hand-shaker 
and man-about-California, Good- 
win J. Knight, who moved up

The Senator has not made 
much .of a splash in Washing- 
ton; but that is understandable 
when you consider he has been 
there only two years—and take 
a look at the competition in the 
Warren-Nixon-Knowland combi- 
nation. 

Democrats talk of picking up 
two to four seats in the House, 
though they are being hard-

TAIPEH PREDICTS 
QUEMOY INVASION 
WITHIN MONTH 


Amphiblous A ttack 
Likely, Says Chiang 
Official — Reds Re- 
pit BA xs 


TAIPEH, Formosa, Oct. 4 (UP) 
—A Chinese Nationalist military 
spokesman predicted today the 
Chinese Communists will try an 
amphibious invasion of Quemoy 
and adjacent islets within a 
month. 

The spokesman, Yun Tien-chia, 
chief of the political department, 
told visiting correspondents on 
Quemoy the Reds will very 
likely use paratroopers. 

He said the Nationalist Air 
Force has spotted propeller- 
driven planes in Foochow, 150 
miles from Quemoy, and pointed 
out Quemoy is also within rang 
of jet fighters from Canton an 
Hanchow. 

Another Nationalist military 
spokesman, Gen. Chang Yi-ting, 
said, however, there had been no 
significant increase in the num- 
ber of Communist ships near 
Quemoy in the last few days. 
He said that reports indicated 
the Chinese Reds were bringing | 
up more artillery in the area, 

Reds Mass on Mainland. 

Gen. Chang also reported that 
about 120,000 Chinese Red troops, 
or 12 divisions, were now sta- 
tioned in the mainland area just 
opposite Quemoy island. 

There was liitle activity at 
Quemoy today as the “little war” 
there went into its second month, 
he said. Sporadic artillery duels 
were reported between Nation- 
alists on the island and Commu- 
nist gunners on the mainland. 
However, each side fired fewer 
than 100 shells, he added. 

The Nationalists yesterday an- 
nounced the first step in the 
large scale dispersal of Govern- 
ment offices, industry and | 
vilian populations on Formosa. | 
Premier O. K. Yui asked the 
civilian population to move out | 
of Taipeh and other crowded | 
cities. He also revealed the Gov- | 
ernment was beginning to evacu- 
ate offices and public industries. 

Aborigines Organized. 

It was revealed that the Na- 
tionalists have banded former 
head-hunting aborgines into anti- 
parachute units to guard against 
Communist air-borne attacks in 
central Formosa. 

The headhunters have been 
peaceful since World War II. Be- 
fore the war they carried on a 
40-year conflict against the Japa- 
nese who then held Formosa.

The New York Times says today 
Democrats apparently hold the 
lead “as of the moment” in 25 
of 38 senatorial election con- 


tests across the nation. 


Reporting the results ‘of a 
state-by-state survey where 
United States Senators are to be 


elected, the Times says Demo- 
crats are counted “sure win- 
ners” for 11 seats in the South, 
and are believed to be ahead in 
14 other races. 

Republicans are believed “al- 
most certain to win” in New 
Hampshire, Kansas, Nebraska 
and South Dakota, and appear to 
be “out in front” in six other 
contests, the Times says. 

It says “too.many of the indi- 
vidual battles” are too close to 
make any forecast of the final 
outcome, but that. present indi- 
cations are “the next Senate will 
be closely divided—whether Re- 
publicans or Democrats are in 
the majority.” 

The Senate now has 46 Demo- 
erats, 49 Republicans and an 
Independent, Senator Wayne 
Morse of Oregon, who has said 
he will vote with the Democrats 
in organizing the Senate. The 
Times says: “The Democrats 
are believed to be leading for 
four seats now occupied by Re- 
publicans—in Kentucky, New 
Jersey, Nevada and Idaho — 


| while G.O.P. candidates are said 


to have the edge in two states 
now represented by Democrats, 
Illinois and Ohio.

Pokce, led by Police Com- 
missioner Beverly Ober, pushed 
the screaming high school stu- 
dents back into the street after 
a vanguard of about 50 had 
gained entrance to the building. 

A’ police sergeant, speaking 
over a loudspeaker atop a pa- 
trol car, warned the youths that 
mob action was illegal and that 
police would take steps to keep 
order unless they dispersed at 
once. The crowd left the City 
Hall area after about 10 min- 
utes without further incident.. 

School authorities said most 
of the 2000 absentees were from 
a few high schools, and said at- 
tendance was at or near normal 
at other city schools. 

About 490 students out of 1705 
showed up for classes at South- 
ern high school, scene of a near- 
riot Friday when a group of 
white adults chased some of the 
36 Negroes recently admitted to 
the school. A special squad of 
55 police maintained order on 
the’ grounds of Southern high 
today as protesting white stu- 
dents milled around, refusing to 
go inside to class. In all 600 
off-duty policemen wer called 
to cope with the demonstrations.

Ironically, the demonstrations 
occurred on the opening day of 
anew Supreme Court term which 
may produce a final decree on 
how to end racial segregation 
in public schools. There was 
nothing to indicate any connec- 
tion between the demonstrations 
and the court session. The 
court’s historic decision last 
spring outlawed racial segrega- 
tion in the public schools. The 
court has scheduled hearings 
starting Dec. 6 on the manner in 
which the states will carry out 
its order that Negroes and 
whites be permitted to attend 


the same schools.

Housework Hints 
By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


THINK many women are beginning to believe my re- 
| peated assertion that most housewives work a lot harder 

than they need to. I have made frequent references to 
the “unorganized” homemaker who wears herself out un- 
necessarily while actually accomplishing no more than the 
woman who takes it easier. 

Mrs. R. is one of those who is finding that her house- 
work is getting her down. 

She writes: “There just seems to be no end to the 
trivial day-in, day-out housework routine. I haven't had 
any time to myself. The result is that I’m half-dead almost 
as soon as I get the table cleared from the midday meal. 
The day isn’t half over, but I feel as if I had been dragged 
through a knot-hole. I suppose that you would say that my 
work isn’t very hard labor compared with a lot of women 
in industry, but somehow I’m making hard labor out of it, 
and I wish I knew how to do better.”

YOU'RE QUITE RIGHT, Mrs. R. The average home- 
maker doesn’t do a great deal of really hard physical 
labor, but she is tired unnecessarily by what she does 
because she resents it. She is working against herself 
as well as for herself, so she’s really doing double work. 
Since you recognize that your problem is actually not one 
of physical exhaustion, you'll probably also recognize that 
it is really one of emotional exhaustion. Let’s see what 
you need and a million other homemakers can do to 
make life more easy on yourselves. 

Try to get rid of these inner tensions that are wearing 
you out. Instead of thinking that the housework is 
monotonous and frustrating, think of how much it means 
to you in the long run. Think of it not in terms of 
drudgery at the moment, but of the goal toward which 
you are working, in bringing up children of whom you 
can be proud, helping your husband to be a success in 
the world—as he could not be without you—and being 
able in the future to look back on your marriage as one 
of successful fulfillment of your personality. All these 
are what you are working for, and if you think of the 
work in these terms, you'll find it is actually easier.

THEN, OF COURSE, you must simplify it as much 
as possible. It is astonishing to see how few women make 
an intelligent effort to do this. Keep things cleared up 
and put where they belong as much as possible. If you 
let the house be cluttered you are quite likely to feel 
cluttered yourself. I'd make an exception in the care of 
the children. Don’t try to keep them in apple pie order. 
But I do think we can all train our children to help in 
this respect. Every child has a right to get dirty, but he 
also has a corresponding duty to get clean. Is it too 
much to expect that children learn to clean the wash 
bowl every time they use it? If the child comes in occa- 
sionally for a drink of milk, as he should, is it too much 
to ask that he wash the glass and put it away when he 
finishes with it? I think most of us could demand a 
little more from our children in this direction to their 
advantage as well as ours.

High Cost Hot Water. 


HIS is for benefit of those 

who find that there is never 

enough hot water in their 
homes when they need it or for 
those who have plenty of hot 
water but who find that it’s cost- 
ing them a small fortune in fuel 
each month to get it. 

One of the best ways never to 
have enough hot water and to 
have high hot water fuel bills 
is to waste the stuff either by 
letting faucets run or by having 
a few leaky faucets about the 
house. A faucet with only a 
small leak can get rid of a good 
many gallons of hot water each 
day. 

Another reason for a bad hot 
water situation is long runs of 
uninsulated hot water pipes. In 
many homes you will find that 
the hot water heater is at one 
end of the house while the va- 
rious outlets are at the other 
end, This means the water must 
travel through a good many feet 
of pipes and as it does it looses 
a good deal of its warmth. 

Best cure here is either to 
insulate the pipes or move the 
heater so that it’s closer to the 
fixtures. And while we are on 
the subject of insulation, if your 
present hot water tank is not 
insulated, you can cover this as 
well as the pipes. 

In some cases, the tempera- 
ture of the water before it 
reaches the heater is so low that 
a good deal. of both time and 
fuel are required to raise it up 
to 140 degrees or so. What you 
can do here is to install a tem- 
pering tank in the basement 
where the frigid water can stand 
and warm up slightly before it 
is drawn into the hot water 
heater. Even a temperature rise 
of a few degrees will help con- 
siderably.

w OME freezing has become 
an important kitchen prac- 
tice in the last few years. 

Not every one who attempts to 
freeze food is completely fa- 
miliar with the principles that 
must be followed if results are 
to be satisfactory. 

In the first. place, a freezer 
designed specifically for the 
purpose is necessary, A regular 
ice cube compartment is con- 
venient for storing a few pack- 
ages of already frozen food; it 
is of no use for home-freezing. 
If your refrigerator has a large 
freezing compartment where the 
temperature is zero or below, a 
small amount of food placed 
directly against the metal lining 
may be frozen. 

Certain practices must be fol- 
lowed even with a_ special 
freezer. Foods must not be over- 
cooked, because when they are 
reheated they soften more.

M trip to visit his relatives. We have two boys, 2 and 
5 years old,” a mother writes. 

“Both my husband and I are reluctant to plan this trip 
until we hear what your ideas on the subject would be. We 
are wondering whether the children will tire us out on such 
a long trip, to such an extent that we would be sorry we 
ever started out. We do so much want to go there, but 
the children are a problem. And, of course, we do not want 
to leave them back home because we would miss them 
too much. 

“If we were both of a placid nature, we would prob- 
ably take the trip without hesitation, but we are just the 
opposite; everything is serious business to us.” 


x * * 

IT SEEMS TO US that you might reasonably under- 
take this trip with your two boys. It may be fortunate that 
they are boys, since boys are often better travelers than 
are girls. “It is also fortunate that the younger one Is at 
least two years of age. If he were younger, you might 
anticipate more difficulty. ' 

The fact that you are aware of the possibility of the 
children having difficulty on such a long trip suggests that 
you are the kind of parents who can and will make the 
necessary plans and precautions to prevent difficulty. 


HERE ARE A FEW SUGGESTIONS which you may 
find helpful. 

First of all, be sure that you have a safe, as well as 
comfortable, place in the car for the children. Be sure to 
check safety locks on the doors. 

With most children (except those few who become 
over-excited by any sort of preplanning) talk the trip over 
in advance. Give them some idea of what it will be like. If 
possible, let them help a little with packing and other 
preparations. 

Be sure to let them have with them on the trip some 
of their familiar toys or favorite possessions—as a woolly 
dog or snuggle blanket. 

Be prepared with plenty of “surprises” which you can 
bring out and present when and if they become too restless. 
Plan little games. See if you can interest them in the 
countryside. 

Plan for plenty of stops, Don’t try to cover too much 
ground in any one day. 

Don’t worry if the children's appetites fall off. Most 
need frequent drinks, but may do better with relatively 
little eating.

Newscaster John Daly's Triple Career Brings Him $200,000 a Year—Matinee Idol Type

NEW YORK, Oct. 4 (INS). 
OHN DALY, ex-White House 
reporter and one-time war 
correspondent, is clicking on 
television today to the tune of 
$200,000 a year and everybody 
who knows him says it “couldn't 
happen to a nicer fellow.” 


This slim, personable, 6-foot-1 


newspaperman with the vibrant 
voice, gentlemanly charm and 
photogenic face has literally 
talked himself into fame and 
fortune through radio and tele- 
vision. A brainy, erudite fel- 
low, he has the “gift of gab” 
down to perfection and can talk 
off the cuff any time, anywhere 
on any subject—from penguins 
to the state of the Union 

He is as glib as a circus 
barker but does his stuff on TV 
with a smoothness and finesse 
that suggests the “perfect gen- 
tleman.” Women viewing him 
on the television screen are cer- 
tain he is the type who takes 
off his hat in the elevator and 
gives a lady his subway seat. 

“‘What’s My Line,” the highly 
popular CBS-TV panel show 
(KWK-TV, 9:30 p.m. Sunday), 
is John’s “show window.” 


On this program he presides 
with amiability and charm as 
its moderator. It is a clever, 
adult show in which the four 
panel members — Dorothy Kil- 
gallen, Steve Allen, Arlene 
Francis and Bennett Cerf—at- 
tempt to guess the occupations 
of several guests brought before 
them for the first time. 

The indefatigable Daly, who is 
40 years old, holds down two 
other big TV jobs. He is a news 
analyst, doing the five-night-a- 
week “John Daly in the News.” 
He is also a vice president of 
the American Broadcasting Co., 
in charge of television news, 
special events and public af- 
fairs. In addition to all this, 
Daly does many programs that 
come under the loose heading 
of “special assignments.” His 
friends are: amazed and im- 
pressed by his monumental 
work-schedule.
